THE BILL RELATING TO HARBOR-MASTERS DIS-

ALBANY, March 6,—The Legislature had »
descrted appearance today owing totue absence of
wany members who are attending town meetings. Little
busiuess of lmportanco wna dove. The Assembly de-
bated for 8 short time Mr, Cary's bill autboriziog Mayor
Edson to appoint four Harbor-Masters at a salary of
$2,000 ench for New-York, and, with Controller Bemler's
consent, two for Brooklyn, ‘Tbls is ouwe of
Governor Cloveland’s reform mensures, Mr. Cary, at
the Governor'a sugestion, it is strongly suspected, In-
troduced the bill which #olshes the present Harbor-
Masters and the offise of Captain of tho Post;
substituting for them & mew Captain of the
Post wnd HotborMasters appointed as  de-
scribed  above, The Governor in the weantime
rofraing from appolnting auy Harbor Masters, although
the terms of severnl of them have expired.

Mr. Cary deseribed to the Assembly in a clear manner
the faults of the present Harber Master system, saying,
in the course of his speech, that, sithough the Harbor
Manters were not authorized to take any fees last year,
the Captain of the Port divided nmoog them §08,000
which had been paid by owaoers of ships for sappesed
benefits conferred by the Harbor Masters. Eraatus
Brooks also supported the bill. He srated that ita
puksage wis mlvoeated by the Muritime Exchonge, the
Coataber of Comumeree ond the Produce Exchange.
Colonel 41 €, Murphy stated that there was uo evidence
that the nuthorithes of New-York approved the bilL
He then rend & telegram from Mayor Edson,
disapproving that feature of the bill which requires New-
York Clty to pay the saluries of the Brooklyn Harbor-
Masters. Mr. Murphy then moved that “ progresa”
sliould be reported on the billi; and that the autbhoritles
of New-York shotld be eonsuited about it.
